Lieutenant James Powers, along with Sergeants Hank Ortega, Ш and 
Javier Azteca responded to an on-duty hit shooting in Temple City, involving 
Deputy land Suspect Pedro Garcia. When Suspect Garcia ran toward 
Deputy Ml with a knife in-hand, and a deputy involved shooting occurred. As a result 
of the shooting, Suspect Garcia sustained gunshot wounds to his right shoulder and 
right leg.

SUMMARY: 


On Thursday, June 28, 2018, deputies from Temple Station responded to a call for 
service regarding a man with a knife, incident number TEM18179-0098, in the area of 
Rosemead Boulevard and Bruin Avenue in South El Monte. Deputy arrived first, 
in tandem with Deputy James Johnson. Deputy [parked his patrol vehicle adjacent 
to the west curb in front of J Rosemead Boulevard, a i Deputy 
Johnson parked behind him. Both patrol vehicles were facing south. When Deputy 
arked, he looked west into the [Mand saw Suspect Garcia exit

Suspect Garcia was shirtless and bleeding from the forehead. At first, Deputy — | 
thought Suspect Garcia was the victim of a crime. He pointed Suspect Garcia out to 
Deputy Johnson, after both deputies exited their respective patrol vehicles. Suspect 
Garcia looked at Deputy MU nd walked toward him. As Suspect Garcia approached, 
both deputies saw an approximately eight-inch Santoku-style kitchen knife in Suspect 
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—/ ч 


Garcia's right hand. Suspect Garcia raised the knife above his head. He held the knife 
by the handle with the blade facing down and the point of the knife directed toward 
Deput 


IAB NOTE: A Santoku-style kitchen knife is a general-purpose 
knife, originating in Japan. 


Deputy drew his duty handgun and immediately ordered Suspect Garcia to, "Drop 
the knife." Deputy activated the duplex patch via his handheld radio. He radioed 
for assistance, broadcasting he was holding a person with a knife at gunpoint. 


Suspect Garcia ignored Deputy orders, pounded his chest with his fist, and 
continued to walk toward Deputy ^5 these events were unfolding, Deputy 
Johnson retrieved his Taser from his patrol vehicle. Deputy continued ordering 
Suspect Garcia to, "Drop the knife!" Deputy also told Suspect Garcia he was not 
going to shoot him. 


Suspect Garcia walked east toward O күү? increased his pace to a jog, 
charging toward Deputy аш Deputy at the time, was standing on the 
passenger's side of his patrol vehicle, directly in Suspect Garcia's path. Deputy 
moved to the driver's side of his patrol vehicle, placing the patrol vehicle between 
himself and Suspect Garcia. Suspect Garcia ran approximately twenty feet before 
changing directions, jogging in a southeast direction. 


Deputy elieved Suspect Garcia changed directions in an effort to run around the 
hood of his patrol vehicle to stab him. Deputy feared Suspect Garcia was going 
to kill him and fired three rounds at the suspect. Suspect Garcia fell forward onto the 
ground, face down. Immediately after Deputy гео, Deputy vu Bui arrived. 
Deputy broadcasted via his radio a "998" occurred and requested medical 
services for Suspect Garcia. 


IAB NOTE: “998” is a Los Angeles County Sheriff's 
Department radio code meaning, "Deputy 
involved in [a] shooting." 


Deputy Scott Inthavong arrived seconds after the shooting. Suspect Garcia still had the 
knife in his right hand as he laid on the ground. He raised the knife and pointed it at 
Deputy Deputies I Bui, Inthavong, and Johnson ordered Suspect Garcia to 
drop the knife. Suspect Garcia complied and dropped the knife. Deputies Bui, 
Inthavong, and Johnson approached Suspect Garcia with their handguns drawn. Once 
they reached Suspect Garcia, Deputy Johnson kicked the knife away from Suspect 
Garcia. Deputies Inthavong and Bui subsequently handcuffed Suspect Garcia. 
Suspect Garcia did not resist Deputies Inthavong and Bui. Deputy Johnson retrieved 
towels from a patrol vehicle and gave them to Deputies Bui and Inthavong. Deputy Bui 
applied pressure to Suspect Garcia's right shoulder while Deputy Inthavong applied 
pressure to Suspect Garcia's right leg until the arrival of medical personnel. Suspect 
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Garcia was subsequently transported to Los Angeles County, University of Southern 
California, Medical Center (LCMC), where he was treated for his injuries. 


Lieutenant Terrence Bell, A the Temple Station watch commander, took 
reasonable steps to ensure the involved parties and witnesses did not discuss the 
incident amongst themselves, or with uninvolved persons, prior to being interviewed by 
the assigned investigators. Lieutenant Bell confirmed the involved personnel and 
witness personnel were gathered in the company of a supervisor until they provided a 
statement to the assigned investigators. 


Detectives Mark Perez, Hand Philip Guzman, # from the Los Angeles 
County Sheriff's Department Homicide Bureau arrived and assumed control of the 
investigation. For further information, refer to the Homicide Casebook, under file 
number 018-08014-0560-052 [EXHIBIT A]. 


DISTRICT ATTORNEY'S LETTER OF OPINION 


The Justice System Integrity Division of the Los Angeles County District Attorney's 
Office reviewed this incident. In their letter of opinion, dated January 29, 2020, Deputy 
District Attorney Shannon Presby concluded Deputy flacted lawfully, and in self- 
defense, when he used deadly force against Suspect Garcia [EXHIBIT В].

Suspect Garcia was deemed mentally incompetent to stand 
trial and is currently housed at Patton State Hospital.

Suspect Garcia possessed an approximately eight-inch Santoku-style kitchen knife, with 
a steel blade and a black plastic handle. Suspect Garcia's knife is documented on page 
45 of [EXHIBIT A] and photos of the knife can be found in [EXHIBIT D, DVD-2]. 


PROPERTY DAMAGE 


A possible bullet hole was discovered by Scientific Services Bureau personnel in a gray 
Nissan vehicle parked in the driveway of the mobile home park. The possible bullet 
hole was documented [EXHIBIT A, page 52]. 


CRIMINAL INVESTIGATORS 


The criminal investigation into the shooting was handled by Homicide Bureau 
Detectives Philip Guzman and Mark Perez. 


LIGHTING AND WEATHER CONDITIONS 


The incident occurred outdoors during daylight hours at 0841 hours. The weather was 
clear. 


RADIO TRAFFIC 


Personnel utilized Dispatch 11 frequency and Temple Station's tactical frequency (L- 
TAC) during the incident. The radio traffic and related recorded phone calls are 
contained on one compact disc [EXHIBIT F]. The radio transmissions containing 
significant events during the incident can be found in the folder labeled "Incident Radio 
Traffic." There are four audio files for Dispatch 11: Dispatch 11-1, Dispatch 11-2, 
Dispatch 11-3, and Dispatch 11-4, respectively. These files have a total duration of 
fourteen minutes and thirty-four seconds. The audio for L-TAC has two audio files 
labeled L-TAC 1 and L-Tac 2, respectively. These files have a total duration of twenty- 
seven seconds. The following is a list of the radio transmissions. The titles are in bold, 
followed by the verbiage contained within the file. The verbiage is a summary of what 
was said, unless quotations are used. The times used to indicate significant events are 
the elapsed time on the audio file, not the time the incident occurred. 


EXHIBIT F also contains one additional radio transmission audio file provided by 


Homicide Bureau. This audio file labeled, "Vehicle vs. Pedestrian Call," is related to the 
incident. The incident was initially classified as a vehicle versus pedestrian traffic 
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collision and this audio file contains the Sheriffs Communication Center (SCC) 
dispatcher's voicing of the call. This audio file can be found in the "Additional Radio 
Traffic" folder.

All interviews conducted in this case by IAB investigators and Homicide investigators 
were audio recorded and transcribed, unless otherwise noted. The following are 
summations of the actual interviews. For verbatim statements, and exact wording, refer 
to the transcripts.

Homicide Interview

Suspect Garcia was holding a 
kitchen knife. The knife was nine to ten inches in length. Suspect Garcia held the knife 
at his side, at first, then raised it to just above his head. He held the knife in a "stabbing

transcripts, pages 24-25]. Deputylldid not know why Suspect Garcia was taking 
these actions and had no prior contacts with Suspect Garcia. As these events were 
unfolding, Suspect Garcia kept his attention on Deputy {J staring straight at him. 


Suspect Garcia pounded his chest three or four times without saying a word. Deputy 
told Suspect Garcia, "No, I'm not gonna shoot you man" and gave Suspect Garcia 
additional orders to "Put the knife down." Suspect Garcia began to walk toward Deputy 
Deputy broadcasted emergent radio traffic that he was detaining a "417A" 
suspect at gunpoint, stated his location, the direction he was facing, and indicated 
Suspect Garcia refused to drop the knife f 1AB interview transcripts, page 28]. 


Suspect Garcia walked two or three steps toward Deputy г: а normal pace then, 
"Picked up the pace" {IAB interview transcripts, page 30]. Deputy 

described Suspect Garcia's pace as a "slow jog." The knife was still in Suspect Garcia's 
right hand and he was holding it in the same, aforementioned, stabbing manner. 
Deputy thought Suspect Garcia was going to "stab" him. Deput 

"backpedaled" and repositioned himself on the east side of his patrol vehicle, placing 
the patrol vehicle between himself and Suspect Garcia ENS interview 
transcripts, раде 31]. Deputy [watched Suspect Garcia through his peripheral 
vision while maneuvering himself around his patrol vehicle. He was also watching the 
traffic on Rosemead Boulevard. Deputy tated Rosemead Boulevard is a "major 
roadway," with three lanes of traffic, and a speed limit of 50 miles per hour. 


Deputy thought Suspect Garcia was going to kill him. Deputy [said, "! 
thought he was gonna kill me because that knife would easily go through my vest or cut 
my head off. | mean, realistically, it could go -- | mean, it -- it's a large kitchen knife. It 
would easily go through my vest into my vital organs and kill me." Deputy] 
continued, "Yeah, at this point because he's still looking eye-to-eye with me, he's still 
focused on me. At this point, | knew he was coming for me. | knew he was coming to 
stab me. There was no doubt in my mind and | knew | was in fear for my life that there - 
- it was inevitable if | didn't stop him or do something that he was going to kill me"

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Around the same time Deputy oo a position on the east side of his patrol 
vehicle, Suspect Garcia changed his path of travel.

Deputy subsequently fired three 
rounds in direct succession at Suspect Garcia. The incident happened quickly and 
Deputy did not have a chance to "pick up his sights." PR "| put my 
weapon on him and | fired three rounds as quickly as | could" IAB interview 
transcripts, page 37]. Deputy backdrop at the time included the 
aforementioned Nissan vehicle and a tall tree, both to his west. 


Deputy ircled the tree in his backdrop and 
the approximate location of the Nissan vehicle 
[EXHIBIT E, photograph с]. 


After Оериу геа, Suspect Garcia fell to the ground. Deputy BE 25 unsure 
how many of his rounds struck Suspect Garcia. Deputy subsequently 
sidestepped to his south and "assessed the situation" = IAB interview 
transcripts, page 39]. Suspect Garcia was now face down on the ground. Suspect 
Garcia, again, made eye contact with Deputy and lifted his head ир. He changed 
his grip on the knife, now pointing it up in the air.

IAB Note: Using a photograph provided during the interview, 
Deputy’ paced a circle in the approximate 
area Suspect Garcia fell to the ground [EXHIBIT E, 
photograph B].

Johnson standing near the back of his (Deputy| patrol vehicle, also holding 
Suspect Garcia at gunpoint. Deputy| saw Deputy Bui approach from the north, 
walking toward Suspect Garcia.

EMPLOYEE WITNESSES 
Deputy James Johnson 
Homicide Interview 


On June 28, 2018, Homicide Detectives Perez and Guzman Interviewed Deputy 
Johnson. A summary of this interview can be found in the Homicide Book [EXHIBIT A, 
pages 36-37]. 


Internal Affairs Bureau Interview 


On November 6, 2020, IAB investigators interviewed Deputy Johnson at the Internal 
Affairs Bureau office. He was represented by Attorney Robert Wexler. The following is 
a summary of the interview. 


Deputy Johnson was working dayshift as Unit 53 on June 28, 2018. He stated he was 
possibly in the area of Garvey Avenue, west of Rosemead Boulevard, when the call 
came out regarding a male, possibly Hispanic, carrying a knife, bleeding from the head. 
He was approximately one minute and a half away from the incident. Numerous units 
were transmitting on the radio attempting to obtain approval to respond Code-3. 


While driving to the incident, Deputy Johnson saw Deputy рәх him on Rosemead 
Boulevard, responding Code-3. Deputy Johnson followed Deputy M without 
activating his lights and siren. Deputy parked in front of the driveway of the 
a: the west side of southbound Rosemead Boulevard; Deputy 
Johnson parked a few feet behind Deputy Ml Both deputies exited their patrol 
vehicles. 


After Deputy Johnson exited his patrol vehicle, he saw Deputy pointing west into 
the отау, he could not see what Deputy was pointing at, as 
there was a large hedge blocking his view. Deputy Johnson believed Deputy was 
pointing at Suspect Garcia. Deputylistarted to yell, ordering Suspect Garcia to, 
"Put down the knife." Deputy Johnson went back to his patrol vehicle and grabbed his 
Taser from inside the passenger compartment. Deputies Johnson and did not 
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form a tactical plan. Deputy Johnson stated he has worked with Deputy гу 
times and both understood the tactics expected of each other. They also have 
discussed tactical situations amongst themselves in the past [Johnson, IAB interview 
transcripts, page 19]. 


IAB note: Using a photograph provided during the interview, 
Deputy Johnson marked where he and Deputy 
arked their patrol vehicles with rectangles 
coming to a point. The point faced the direction 
the patrol vehicles were parked. Deputy Johnson 


placed a above his vehicle and an "L above 
Deputy vehicle [EXHIBIT E, Johnson 
photograph A]. 


Deputy Johnson obtained his first glimpse of Suspect Garcia when he went to his patrol 
vehicle to obtain his Taser. Suspect Garcia was standing to his west, in the driveway of 
the acino cast. Suspect Garcia was a heavyset male Hispanic with 

blood on his face. Suspect Garcia held a six-inch kitchen knife in his right hand at about 
eye level. Suspect Garcia was holding the knife with the blade pointed forward. 


Deputy Johnson tried to position himself near the passenger door of Deputy | 
patrol vehicle. Deputy was to his south. Deputy Johnson attempted to place 
himself in a position to "taze" Suspect Garcia. Deputy Johnson focused on Suspect 
Garcia and did not know if Deputy 2 his handgun drawn. Suspect Garcia was 
standing approximately twenty feet west of Deputy] near the hood of an east- 
facing silver vehicle. 


Оериу epeatediy ordered Suspect Garcia to, "Drop the knife!" Deputy Johnson 
did not give Suspect Garcia orders. Deputy Johnson was part of both the Crisis 
Negotiation Team and the Crisis Intervention Team, and did not want to cause 
confusion by giving additional orders. Suspect Garcia did not follow Deputy INN 
orders and suddenly "charged" at Deputy Deputy Johnson did not believe 
Suspect Garcia charged at a full sprint. He described Suspect Garcia's "charge" as a 
football player charging forward after the ball is hiked [Johnson, IAB interview 
transcripts, pages 26-27]. Deputy Johnson began to transition from his Taser to his 
handgun. Deputy Johnson, being ambidextrous, carried his Taser in his left hand and 
his handgun in his right hand. 


Suspect Garcia ran approximately seven to ten feet when Deputy Johnson heard three 
consecutive "pops" (gunshots) coming from his south. Deputy Johnson knew Deputy 

ired the rounds. Deputy Johnson chose not to fire his handgun as there was a 
i his backdrop and he could have hit an innocent person. He opined he 
could have possibly hit Suspect Garcia; however, based on his backdrop, he chose not 
to shoot [Johnson, IAB interview transcripts, pages 28-29]. 
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After hearing the gunshots, Deputy Johnson saw Suspect Garcia fall forward onto the 
ground with his head facing east. Suspect Garcia, still holding the knife, tried to push 
himself up off of the ground. Deputies Johnson andfordered the Suspect to drop 
the knife. An additional deputy arrived in the interim; Deputy Johnson did not recall 
who. At some point, Suspect Garcia dropped the knife and possibly pushed it way from 
himself. 


Deputy Johnson and the additional deputy approached Suspect Garcia. Deputy 
Johnson swept the knife with his foot, east toward the sidewalk and away from Suspect 
Garcia. Deputy Johnson noticed Suspect Garcia was bloody, specifically bleeding from 
the head. He did not know if Suspect Garcia's injury was a gunshot wound. Additional 
deputies arrived at that time. Deputy Johnson did not remember everyone who arrived; 
however, he knew Deputies Villanueva and Inthavong were on-scene. One of the 
arriving deputies asked Deputy Johnson for a towel. Deputy Johnson retrieved the 
towel from either his or Deputy patrol vehicle and gave it to the requesting 
deputy. Suspect Garcia was handcuffed; however, Deputy Johnson did not know who 
handcuffed him. 


A short time later, an ambulance arrived. Deputy Johnson believed the ambulance was 
already in the area, as they arrived prior to the fire department. A supervisor arrived, 
but Deputy Johnson did not remember who. Both Deputies Johnson and Lovitt were 
subsequently taken back to Temple Station. Deputy Johnson did not remember who 
transported him. 


Deputy Vu Bui 
IAB NOTE: Homicide investigators did not interview Deputy Bui. 


On September 21, 2020, IAB investigators interviewed Deputy Bui at Temple sheriffs 
station. The following is a summary of the interview. 


Deputy Bui was working dayshift as Unit 53 on June 28, 2018. At approximately 0844 
hours, he responded to Rosemead Boulevard and Bruin Avenue in South El Monte for a 
call for service. The call indicated a shirtless male Hispanic, carrying a knife, walked 
into a mobile home park. Deputy Bui was on Garvey Avenue, possibly near San 
Gabriel Boulevard, when he first became aware of the call. 


Deputy Bui responded to the call. He did not respond Code-3, rather he used his lights 
and siren to clear intersections in order to expedite his response. Approximately one 
minute later, he stopped in the area of Rosemead Boulevard and Garvey Avenue to "get 
his bearings." While stopped, he heard, "three, quick, rapid shot[s]" [Bui transcripts, 
page 10]. Deputy Bui was inside his patrol vehicle, with the windows down, when he 
heard the gunshots. Deputy Bui subsequently heard radio traffic indicating a "998" 
occurred. 

When Deputy Bui heard the gunshots, he looked to his south and saw patrol vehicles 
parked approximately a football field's length away from him on the west side of 
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Rosemead Boulevard. He drove up and parked just to the north of the closest patrol 
vehicle. The patrol vehicles were parked in front of al] Deputy Bui 
exited his patrol vehicle and saw Suspect Garcia lying on the ground, either face up or 
on his side, with his head pointing east. Deputy әс standing to the east of the 
hood of his patrol vehicle and Deputy Johnson was standing near the trunk of Deputy 

patrol vehicle. Both deputies had their handguns pointed at Suspect Garcia and 
ordered him to, "Drop the knife" [Bui transcripts, page 16]. 


IAB NOTE: Using a photo provided during the interview, 
Deputy Bui marked where the patrol vehicles were 
parked with rectangles, coming to a point. The 
point notated what direction the patrol vehicles 
were facing. Deputy Bui also marked the position 
where he first saw the deputies with letters: ап "L 


for Deputy| a "J" for Deputy Johnson. Не 
marked the position he took with a "B" [EXHIBIT 
E, Bui A]. 


Suspect Garcia was holding a six-inch kitchen knife in his right hand. He held the knife 
by the handle and pointed it in an upward direction. Deputy Bui drew his handgun and 
pointed it at Suspect Garcia. All the deputies present ordered Suspect Garcia to, "Drop 
the knife" [Bui transcripts, page 18]. After approximately one minute of continuous 
orders, Suspect Garcia dropped the knife at his side. Suspect Garcia was still able to 
reach the knife at that time. Deputy Bui heard the sirens of approaching patrol vehicles, 
indicating other responding deputies were close by. 


Deputy Bui remembered Deputy Inthavong arrived and was at his side. Deputies Bui, 
Johnson, and Inthavong all made the decision to approach Suspect Garcia. Prior to 
approaching Suspect Garcia, they discussed the approach. Deputies ага 
Johnson remained where they were as they had a good view of Suspect Garcia. 


IAB NOTE: Deputy Bui's supplemental report was referred to 
during the interview. He clarified Deputy Johnson 
also approached Suspect Garcia [Bui transcripts, 
page 23]. 


With their handguns drawn and pointed at Suspect Garcia, Deputies Bui and Inthavong 
walked toward Suspect Garcia and converged on him. When they arrived at Suspect 
Garcia, Deputy Inthavong kicked the knife away from him. Deputy Bui noticed Suspect 
Garcia was injured and bleeding. It appeared Suspect Garcia had gunshot wounds to 
his right shoulder and right knee. 


IAB NOTE: Deputy Bui's supplemental report was referred to 
during the interview. He clarified Deputy Johnson 
kicked the knife away from Suspect Garcia [Bui 
transcripts, page 22-24]. 
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Deputies Bui апа Inthavong decided to handcuff Suspect Garcia. The suspect had not 
been searched and Deputy Bui did not know if Suspect Garcia possessed any 
additional weapons. Deputies Bui and Inthavong rolled Suspect Garcia onto his 
stomach to handcuff him. Suspect Garcia was, "A bigger gentleman," and weighed, "At 
least 250[pounds] or more" [Bui transcripts, page 26]. Deputies Bui and Inthavong 
used two sets of handcuffs, one from each of them, and handcuffed Suspect Garcia. 
Suspect Garcia was subsequently searched by Deputy Bui. Suspect Garcia did not 
resist the deputies while being handcuffed or searched. Deputies Bui and Inthavong 
then rolled Suspect Garcia onto his side. 


Deputy Bui asked Deputy Johnson for a towel or a blanket, in order to apply pressure 
onto Suspect Garcia's wounds. Deputy Johnson retrieved a towel and gave it to Deputy 
Bui. Deputy Bui used the towel and applied pressure to Suspect Garcia's shoulder 
wound. Another unknown deputy obtained a towel and applied pressure to Suspect 
Garcia's leg wound. Suspect Garcia was awake at the time. Deputy Bui saw his eyes 
open and Suspect Garcia was "grunting," indicating he was in pain [Bui transcripts, 
page 29]. Approximately one minute later, the fire department arrived, relieved Deputy 
Bui, and provided medical treatment to Suspect Garcia. Suspect Garcia was 
transported from the scene via ambulance a short time later. 


Deputy Bui did not put out any radio transmissions during the incident, other than his 
initial response and arrival. He remembered hearing the request for an ambulance via 
the radio shortly after the deputy involved shooting broadcast was transmitted. 


A sergeant arrived and Deputy Bui debriefed with him. Deputy Bui did not remember if 
the responding sergeant was Sergeant Summers or not. Deputy Bui stated he did not 
have any less-lethal options on his person when the approach was made on Suspect 
Garcia. He believed other deputies’ on-scene had Tasers on their person. 


Deputy Scott Inthavong 


IAB NOTE: Homicide investigators did not interview Deputy 
Inthavong. 


On October 28, 2020, IAB investigators interviewed Deputy Inthavong at the Internal 
Affairs Bureau office. He was represented by Attorney Michael Schwartz. The following 
is a summary of the interview. 


Deputy Inthavong was working dayshift as Unit 55 on June 28, 2018. Deputy Inthavong 
stated, at approximately 0841 hours, he received a call for service indicating a shirtless 
male Hispanic was carrying a knife and bleeding from the face. The call initially was a 
priority, but was upgraded to an emergent call for service. 

He responded to the call for service and coordinated assisting units over the radio usin: 
L-Tac. He was at Rush Street and Rosemead Boulevard when he heard Deputy 
broadcast over the radio a deputy involved shooting occurred. Deputy Inthavong 
responded Code-3 from his position and arrived on-scene approximately thirty seconds 
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later. When he arrived, he noticed the deputies were at И ог the 
west side of Rosemead Boulevard, just south of Garvey Avenue. Deputy Inthavong 
parked facing north in the number two lane of southbound Rosemead Boulevard. 


IAB NOTE: Using a photograph provided during the interview, 
Deputy Inthavong marked the position the patrol 
vehicles with rectangles coming to a point. The 
point indicated the direction the patrol vehicles 
faced [EXHIBIT E, Inthavong, photograph A]. 


When Deputy Inthavong arrived, he saw Suspect Garcia on the ground, but he was not 
sure if the suspect was face up or down. Deputies Bland Johnson were on-scene 
standing a "distance" away from Suspect Garcia. Deputy Inthavong could not 
remember exactly where they were standing or what they were doing. Deputy Bui was 
also on-scene. Deputy Inthavong believed Deputy| told him Suspect Garcia had a 
knife. 


IAB NOTE: Using a photograph provided during the interview, 
Deputy Inthavong marked the position Suspect 
Garcia was in with a stick figure and used a circle 
to indicate the position of Suspect Garcia's head 
[EXHIBIT E, Inthavong photograph A]. 


Deputy Inthavong remembered ordering Suspect Garcia not to reach for weapons. 
Deputy Inthavong discussed approaching Suspect Garcia with Deputy Bui. Deputy 
Inthavong believed the plan was to grab Suspect Garcia and flip him over. Deputy 
Inthavong did not remember the approach other than walking up the driveway toward 
Suspect Garcia. 


IAB NOTE: Using a photograph provided during the interview, 
Deputy Inthavong marked the route he took when 
he approached Suspect Garcia with a red line 
[EXHIBIT E, Inthavong, photograph A]. 


Deputy Inthavong grabbed one of Suspect Garcia's arms, but he did not remember 
which one. With the help of Deputy Bui, they flipped Suspect Garcia over onto his 
stomach. Deputy Inthavong believed he handcuffed the suspect's wrists; however, he 
could not remember if Deputy Bui helped. They subsequently searched Suspect Garcia 
and began rendering medical aid. Suspect Garcia did not resist them. 


Deputy Inthavong saw blood coming from Suspect Garcia's right shoulder and right leg. 
Suspect Garcia also sustained an approximately two inch laceration to his forehead, 
and his face was covered in blood. Deputy Inthavong obtained a blanket or a towel and 
applied pressure to Suspect Garcia's right leg. Deputy Inthavong did not know how he 
received the blanket or towel. 
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A "CARE" ambulance was driving north on Rosemead Boulevard and pulled up to them. 
The medical personnel in the ambulance approached with their medical gear and 
assisted them. Deputy Inthavong removed the handcuffs from Suspect Garcia to allow 
the medical personnel to provide medical attention. The medical personnel applied a 
tourniquet to Suspect Garcia's leg and placed him on a gurney. Suspect Garcia was 
subsequently wheeled into an ambulance and transported to LCMC. Deputy Inthavong 
rode in the ambulance with Suspect Garcia and provided security. Suspect Garcia was 
cooperative during the transport and subsequent medical treatment. Deputy Inthavong 
remained with Suspect Garcia for several hours until he was relieved. 


When the suspect was at the hospital, he was asked why he cut himself. Suspect 
Garcia told Deputy Inthavong, "The voices told him to do so." Suspect Garcia also told 
Deputy Inthavong he was bi-polar and had not been taking his medication [Inthavong 
transcripts, page 30]. 


Deputy Jose Villanueva 


IAB NOTE: Homicide investigators did not interview 
Villanueva. 


On September 21, 2020, IAB investigators interviewed Deputy Villanueva at Temple 
sheriff's station. The following is a summary of the interview. 


On June 28, 2018, Deputy Villanueva was working dayshift as Unit 53. A priority call 
was broadcasted indicating there was a "person with a knife" and Deputy Villanueva 
assigned himself as an assisting unit. Deputy Villanueva misunderstood the address at 


first. He thought the call was related to a near the 9100 block of 
Garvey Avenue, just past Rosemead Boulevard. This as the 
source of numerous calls for service and was in the vicinity of the Incident. 


As Deputy Villanueva responded, he heard "998" broadcasted over the radio. Deputy 
Villanueva was traveling eastbound on Garvey Avenue at the time. He arrived on- 
scene approximately twenty seconds later. 


Deputy Villanueva parked his patrol vehicle in the number two lane of southbound 
Rosemead Boulevard and exited his patrol vehicle. He saw two marked patrol vehicles 
and saw Deputy standing near the driver's side of one of the patrol vehicles. 
Deputy Johnson was on-scene standing near the hood of the other patrol vehicle. 
Deputies Inthavong and Bui were standing near Suspect Garcia, as the handcuffed him. 
They subsequently placed Suspect Garcia on his side. Suspect Garcia appeared to be 
bleeding from the upper torso. Deputy Villanueva turned his focus on Deputy 2га 
began to coordinate the establishment of a command post and shutting down oncoming 
traffic on Rosemead Boulevard. 


IAB NOTE: Using a photograph provided during the interview, 
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Deputy Villanueva marked the position of the 
patrol vehicles with rectangles coming to a point. 
The point indicated the direction the patrol 
vehicles faced. He notated Suspect Garcia's 
position with a stick figure and a circle to indicate 
Suspect Garcia's head. The deputies’ positions 
were marked with letters; an "L" for Deputy 

a "J" for Deputy Johnson, and an "I" for Deputy 
Inthavong [EXHIBIT E, Villanueva, photograph A]. 


Deputy Villanueva did not focus on Suspect Garcia; however, he remembered an 
ambulance arriving approximately a minute and a half later and placing Suspect Garcia 
on a gurney. 


Sergeant Shawn Summers 


On October 27, 2020, IAB investigators interviewed Sergeant Summers at Temple 
sheriff's station. The following is a summary of the interview. 


Sergeant Summers worked Unit 50S on June 28, 2018. He responded to a "man with a 
knife" call. He verified incident number TEM18179-0098, on June 28, 2018, as the call 
he was referring to. He was previously assigned the call due to the nature of the 
incident. When he reached the area of Temple City Boulevard and Valley Boulevard, 
he heard Deputy| broadcast over the radio, a deputy involved shooting occurred. 
Sergeant Summers recognized Deputy — voice. 


minutes. Upon his arrival, he obtained a safety statement from Deput Sergeant 
Summers directed Deputy Villanueva to handle the incident. Deputy, 

subsequently walked Deputy Villanueva through the scene. He was later transported to 
the command post pending an interview with Homicide detectives. 


Sergeant Summers responded Code-3 and arrived on-scene in oO MN two 


Suspect Garcia was already on a gurney and was being rolled toward an ambulance 
when Sergeant Summers arrived. Sergeant Summers was not on-scene when Suspect 
Garcia was handcuffed. 


Sergeant Stevin Fiedler, # arrived and relieved Sergeant Summers. Sergeant 
Summers left the scene to supervise the command post. 


NON-EMPLOYEE WITNESSES 


On June 28, 2018, Homicide Detectives Perez and Guzman interviewed Witness 
ШИ as a resident of tne ө Witness | 
did not witness the shooting. She was asleep at the time of the incident and was 
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awakened by the sound of gunshots. When she exited her residence, she saw Suspect 
Garcia on the ground, bleeding. A full summary of her interview can be found in the 


Homicide Casebook [EXHIBIT A, pages 31-32].

On June 28, 2018, Homicide Detectives Perez and Guzman interviewed witness 

Witness TS a resident of the) nd was watching 
television when the incident occurred. Witness heard voices coming from 
outside. He heard, "Throw down the knife, stop!" He subsequently heard whom he 
recognized to be his neighbor, Suspect Garcia say, "No!" Witness then heard 
three rapid shots. He looked outside his window and saw Suspect Garcia laying on the 
ground. He also saw two deputies standing on the driveway approximately ten feet 
away from Suspect Garcia. For the full summary of this interview, refer to the Homicide 
Casebook [EXHIBIT A, page 32].

On June 28, 2018, Homicide Detectives Perez and Guzman interviewed Witness AANI] 

She was a resident of the EN Witness [J was bathing 
during the incident. She heard three gunshots followed by deputies shouting, "Drop the 
knife!" She also heard Suspect Garcia say, "No!" For the full summary of this interview, 
refer to the Homicide Casebook [EXHIBIT A, pages 32-33]. 


On June 28, 2018, Homicide Detectives Perez and Guzman interviewed Witness 

Witness was driving to work north on Rosemead Boulevard. She was 
stopped at a traffic light at Garvey Avenue. While stopped, she saw a man (Suspect 
Garcia) running from the И and bleeding from his head. The man was 
holding a knife about ten or 11 inches in length, and banged his hands on the driver's 
side window of a red vehicle. The suspect also stopped a truck and stood in front of it. 
The man subsequently ran back into the mobile home park. Witness called 9-1- 
1 and drove away as traffic moved. She was not present when the shooting occurred. 
For the full summary of this interview, refer to the Homicide Casebook [EXHIBIT A, 
pages 33-34].

While stopped at a red light, he saw Suspect Garcia walk into 
the traffic lanes of Rosemead Boulevard with a knife in hand and lay down on his back 
in the street. Suspect Garcia then stood up, banged on car windows, and walked into 
the mobile home park when the traffic light turned green.

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On June 28, 2018, Homicide Detectives Perez and Guzman interviewed Witness 
HE “Witness ШЕШШ >> Suspect Garcia's She did not witness the 
shooting; however, she heard about it from a neighbor. Witnessllülliliss:ec her I 
suffered from mental health issues, and was medicated under the care of mental health 
doctors. She was unaware if Suspect Garcia was injured prior to the shooting. She 
believed Suspect Garcia had a knife to cut down a tree. For the full summary of this 
interview, refer to the Homicide Casebook [EXHIBIT A, pages 35-36].

On June 28, 2018, Homicide Detectives Perez and Guzman interviewed Witness 
Witness J was driving north on Rosemead Boulevard and was 

stopped at a red traffic light. He saw two patrol vehicles pull up to the} 

park. One deputy exited his patrol vehicle and pointed his gun into the 

park for approximately twenty five seconds before firing three to four times. He did not 

see what the deputy was pointing at. Prior to the shooting, a second deputy exited the 

other patrol vehicle. A third patrol vehicle arrived. Witness HE beard someone 

shout, but he could not distinguish what was said; his music was playing and his 

windows were rolled up. For the full summary of this interview, refer to the Homicide 

Casebook [EXHIBIT A, pages 39-40].

On June 28, 2018, Homicide Detectives Perez and Guzman interviewed Witness 
Witness Г -i not witness the shooting; however, he had contact with 
Suspect Garcia at approximately 0300 hours the morning of the incident. Suspect 
Garcia asked him for help that morning and stated, "I'm going out of it," twice. Witness 
told Suspect Garcia he had to go to work and left. He did not see any injuries on 
Suspect Garcia at the time. For the full summary of this interview, refer to the Homicide 
Casebook [EXHIBIT A, page, 40].

On June 28, 2018, Homicide Detectives Perez and Guzman interviewed Witness 
ae Witness llo driving south on Rosemead Boulevard, just past Garvey 
Avenue, when a man (Suspect Garcia) stepped out in front of her vehicle. She stopped 
and the man walked over to the driver's door and opened it. He had a knife in his hand 
and raised it. The man told MU — lm was going to kill her for tricking him. 
Witness drove her car forward. He driver's door hit the man, and he fell down 
onto the street. Witness drove forward a short distance, stopped, and called the 
police. She saw the man, covered in blood, running in between cars. For the full 
summary of this interview, refer to the Homicide Casebook [EXHIBIT A, pages, 42-43].

IAB NOTE: Witness [i was not interviewed by Homicide 
investigators. He was mentioned ina 
supplemental report authored by Deputy Maria 
Urena, EN [EXHIBIT A, pages 14-15]. 
Witness Ml was seen potentially recording the 
incident by other witnesses. Deputy Urena 
attempted to contact Witness but 
received no answer at the door of his residence. 


On December 2, 2020, the assigned IAB investigator attempted to contact Witness 

at his residence. Witness did not answer the door. The IAB investigator 
left a business сага on Witness security screen door. A person with a female- 
sounding voice called the assigned IAB investigator later, the same day. She stated 
she did not know anything about the incident and gave the phone to Witnes: 
Witness acknowledged he received the business card; however, declined to 
participate in a recorded interview. He gave a brief statement to the IAB investigator. 
The following is a summary of Witness statement. 


Witness stated he did not want to get involved and, "Did not want any problems." 
He was home on the day of the shooting. He knew Suspect Garcia as his — | 
The day of the incident, Witness ТО inside his house when he heard gunshots. 
He exited his residence and saw Suspect Garcia on the ground. A knife was next to 
Suspect Garcia. Witness was told by deputies to go back inside his residence, 
and he did. 


Witness Г not see Suspect Garcia carrying the knife the day of the incident. 
Approximately three months prior, he saw Suspect Garcia walking through the BANE 
HERE caring a knife. Witnes ssumed Suspect Garcia was carrying the 
knife the day of the shooting based on what he saw three months prior. He did not think 
Suspect Garcia should have been shot. Witness believed deputies should have 
“tazed” Suspect Garcia instead. 


Witness tated he was assaulted and arrested by deputies four years ago on 
Rosemead Boulevard and Rush Avenue. Based on his experience with deputies, he 
did not want to get involved in this incident and did not want any trouble with the 
deputies. 

IAB NOTE: Witness was arrested on July 5, 2010, by 
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Temple Station deputies. A use of force occurred 
during this arrest and was documented under file 
number 910-08762-0560-145. The location 
coincides with Witness statement. 


Witness Ac aimed he was solicited by news media for a recorded interview. He 
declined the interview again, stating he did not want any trouble. Witness claimed 
he did not have any videos of the incident, nor did he record the incident. He also told 
the IAB investigator he was not contacted by anyone from the Department regarding 
this incident. Witness told the assigned IAB investigator, the female sounding 
voice who initially placed the phone call was 8 


ТАВ NOTE: [was mentioned in Deputy Urena's 
supplemental report as potentially witnessing the 
incident and living in the same residence as 
Witness [J She was not interviewed by 
Homicide Bureau. 


SUSPECT INTERVIEW 
Suspect Pedro Garcia 
Homicide Interview 


On June 28, 2018, Homicide Detectives Perez and Guzman interviewed Suspect 
Garcia. Suspect Garcia admitted to having a knife in his hand and remembered 
deputies ordering him to drop the knife. Suspect Garcia thought the deputies were 
talking to someone else. A summary of the interview can be found in the Homicide 
Casebook [EXHIBIT A, pages 41-42]. 


Internal Affairs Bureau Interview 


Suspect Garcia was hospitalized at Patton State Hospital after being deemed mentally 
incompetent to stand trial. The assigned IAB investigator contacted Staff Service 
Analyst НИ Suspect Garcia's caseworker. She stated Suspect Garcia 
was still deemed mentally incompetent, was hospitalized for a medical condition, and 
was unable to interview. 
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
